The col- 
umn of mercury in the barometer 
rises and falls with changes of atmos- 
pheri¢ pressure, and its length is 
measured by means of an. attachment 
called a “vernier,” with a much great- 
er refinement of accuracy than is that 
of the column of mercury or alcohol 
in a thermometer.

Cremation or the burning of dead 
bodies to ashes, is now practiced to a 
small extent in several countries, bu 
is by no means new, says the Path. 
finder Magazine. At the beginning of 
the Christian era, cremation was the 
prevailing custom of the civilized 
world, with the exception of Egypt 
where the dead were embalmed; Judea, 
where they were entombed in a sepul 
cher, and China, where they were 
buried in the earth. Christian in- 
humation, which is now universal, 
probably owes its origin to the doc: 
trine of resurrection of the body. 
While cremation was practiced by the 
later Greeks, Romans, Danes and 
others, the first cremation societies 
were not formed until the Nineteenth 
century. This method of disposing of 
human bodies 1s now urged by some 
health authorities on sanitary grounds 
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ie the old days, the covered wagon or dobbin 
and the surrey furnished the transportation.

So the “Im- 
mortal William” was suppressed, and 
during the next 100 years remained a 
dim legend. Then came a plea for 
his rehabilitation among authors of 
Pope’s time. Shakespeare “fans” be- 
came more and more numerous, his 
dramas and verses were collected and 
read, and the habit was formed. And 
finally, 240 years following his death, 
Shakespeare's fame was secured or 
all time! § 


South Seas 

The Pacitic ocean was formerly 
known as the South sea, due to the 
fact that Vasco Nunez de Balboa. 
Spanish governor of Darien, first saw 
it in 1513 when looking southward. 
He named it “el Mer del Sur,” or the 
“Sea of the South.” Almost from the 
beginning, however, the English used 
the term in the plural form and ap 
plied it to all the waters of the south 
ern hemisphere. In 1528, ‘only 15 
years after Balboa first beheld the 
Pacific, a man named Thorne wrote 
to Henry VIU as follows: “Ventiil 
they come to thee, South Seas of the 
Indies Occidentall.” [In English liter- 
aiure “South Seas” refers especially 
to that part of the Pacific ocean south 
ol the equator. “The South Sea is- 
lands” is a general term designating 
the more remote and less civilized 
islands in that region.— Exchange,

Production of Honey 


Important in Quebec 
In the “Jesuits’ Relation,” dated 
1638, it states the Indians used to 
make a decoction containing alum and 
honey as a remedy for typhus. The 
Indians called the English bee the 
white man’s fly. It is said that the 
first hive was imported into America 
in 1688. 
The first agricultural statistics of 
Quebee hardly date as far back as 
1870. The first census showed 41,285 
hives, with a total yield of 648,000 
pounds of honey. In 1880.the harvest 
had considerably decreased, and this 
year gave only 550,000 pounds. The 
1890 census gave 48,418 hives, with a 
production of 759,000 pounds. The 
growth for the following years was 
nothing short of a wonder, 1,091,000 
pounds being produced by 60,968 hives, 
the value of honey production and 
hives being over $500,000, 
The annual production in the prov- 
ince of Quebec amounts to 4,000,000 
pounds of extracted honey and 300,- 
000 pounds of comb honey. 


Hessians in Revolution 


“Hessians” is a term in American 
history for the German eonseripts who 
were hired and sent over by England 
to help subdue the revolting Colonists. 
They came from six of the small states 
of Germany, but as over half of them 
were from Hesse-Cassel and Hesse- 
Darmstadt, the name “Hessians” was 
generally applied to them. They were 
first commanded by Lieut. Gen, Phil. 
ipp von Heister, but he was succeeded 
by Wilhelm von Knyphausen in 1777. 
They took a prominent part in the 
battles of Long Island, White Plains, 
Trenton, Bennington, Brandywine, Ger- 
mantown, Guilford courthouse, York- 
town and several other smaller en- 
gagements. Of the approximate 3u,- 
000 who came over to America, only 
17,000 returned to Germany. About 
2,200 were killed outright or died of 
their wounds, 


Tea Plagues of Egypt

Califernia Weather and Crops. Gen- 
erous rains, statewide, late in March 


was becoming acute. Forage crops, 
truck crops, grains and fruits were 
all more or less benefited by the 
greatly needed precipitation, and 
while there was some damage from the 
heavy rains and river floods, the ag- 
ricultural and horticultural status of 
California is now in a greatly im- 
proved position. Total precipitation 
for the season is almost up to normal

Truck crops were benefited greatly 
by the rains and are in good condition 
throughout the state. 


Canned Vegetables. The rains de- 
layed the asparagus canning opera- 
tions, mow under way. Canners are 
grading very carefully this season, but 
it is anticipated that the pack, which 
should be completed about the middle 
of June, will equal last year’s large 
total of 2,189,570 cases. The growth 
of asparagus was below that of last 
season, due to the damaging effect of 
the heavy rainfall. Spinach packing 
is almost completed and it is esti- 
mated that the pack will run slightly 
under that of 1927 when 1,968,668 
cases were produced. Canning spin- 
ach is in excellent demand, and there 
is but little carry over from last year; 
the indications are that this season’s 
pack will be quickly sold.
